In a new note to Moscow, the state department declared Russia 


had put forward an "erroneous account" of. the shooting down of the 
American plane on April 8.

NICKEL LOSING ITS VALUE 


Ever since the war a lot of Americans have been both- 


ered by the fact that despite record high incomes they 
can't buy as much with their money as they did 1ft years 
ago. 
The answer, as everyone knows, is that the dollar 


l today isn't worth much more than 60 cents. This is most 
jl apparent when you contemplate the nickel. 


The nickel is already a forgotten coin on most bus 


and street car lines. Its last real stronghold in transporta- 
tion ended last year, when the New York subway system 
switched to dime fares. Now it's about to lose another 
traditional market: telephone pay stations. In Rochester, 
N. Y., local calls will soon cost a dime. The New York 
Telephone Company is expected to make a similar switch 
before the year is out, and New Jersey and other areas 
will probably follow shortly after. 


The case of the vanishing nickel is just one more in- 


dication that the current high-cost trend is still a factor to 
be reckoned with—a factor that prompted one New York 
purchasing company to ask significantly: "How long will 
it be before the quarter, too, becomes just one. more coin 
to wear a hole in the holder's pocket as he seeks some use- 
ful or desicable item of merchandise which he may pur-

Insurance Companies Oppose 
Government Disability Benefits

TJ7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—Cash benefits for permanent and tota 
** disability—after a -waiting period of six months—would be pro- 
vided as a new, third form of social security if the Senate approves 
House-passed amendments to the law which now covers old age anc 
survivors' insurance, and public assistance to tht needy. 


Insurance companies oppose this government venture into total 


disability benefits. Their own experience in this field has shown it 
to be unprofitable. They oppose it also because they fear it woulc 
ultimately be extended to government insurance lor short-term dis- 
ability of under six months, their most profitable field. 


In their opposition to government disability benefits some of the 


insurance companies had a working agreement with the doctors who 
were campaigning against government health insurance. 


The American Medical Association persuaded some of the insurance 


companies to mail out A. M. A. literature against health insurance. 
In return, A. M. A. supported the insurance companies' opposition to 
government protection against permanent disability, although in 1947 
A. M. A. had supported disability insurance for chronic illness. 


One important proposal for modification of these extreme views 


comes from Marian Folsom of Eastman Kodak. He supports the idea 
of government insurance for permanent and total disability of workers 
over 55 years old. 


Today, if a workman of 60 becomes totally- •lisabled, he must wait 


till he is 65 before he can begin drawing old-age insurance. By 
making permanent disability benefits available at age 55 or over", the 
costs would be controllable as they would cover only a 10-year period. 


Principal base for criticism of disability insurance is primarily 


that there is no actuarial experience. A heavy drain on social security 
funds for the payment of permanent disability claims might wreck 
the whole system. 
, 


ANOTHER of the most-discussed issue* on social security revision 


concerns what classes of workers to take in. The main group now 


excluded is farmers and farm workers. The House-passed bill would 
take in some of them—nonfarm maplt-syrup and mushroom proces- 
sors, and post-harvest handlers of fruits and vegetables. 


Senate Finance Committee members apparently feel that all farm 


workers should be brought in. But there ia«*;ome political fear that 
farmers would resent this, and would not pay the tax. 


One proposal is to provide social security coverage only on farms 


employing eight or more hands. In general, th* farm organizations 
seem to favor taking in all farm workers. 


In the 80th Congress, Rep. Bertrand W. Gearhart of California 


sponsored a resolution which put house-to-house salesmen in the 
class of self-employed workers. The resolution passed, and it took 
1,500,000 of such workers out Irom under ordinary social security 
coverage, although a previous Supreme Court decision had found that 
such workers should be considered as employes. 


Effect of the Gearhart resolution was to free the employers of these 


salesmen from having to pay social security payroll taxes. 
The 


salesmen themselves, however, had to pay one and one-half times the 
normal payroll deductions, since they were classed as self-employed. 


Employers of these salesmen want to keep the Gearhart resolution 


definition of employe, so they won't have to pay the tax, These 
employers constitute one of the mo* active pressure groups opposing 
changes in the social security system, since the Houje-paued bUl 
would reclassiiy. house-to-douae salesmen as employe*.

Hollywood—Virginia .Kellogg is 


a comely, 
greying, 
soft-spoken 


screen writer of forty-two years. 
You'd never suspect that she has 
been a prison inmate or that she 
packs a rod. 


But it's true. And what's more, 


the whole business has paid off 
very well for her. 


Virginia considers herself a re- 


porter. "I cover a story the same1 
as you do," she told me. "The dif- 
ference is that you write it for 
newspapers and I write it for the 
screen." 


She is the -only screen 
writer 


who "lives" her stories. "I will nev- 
er take an assignment unless I 
can go right to the source of the 
story," she said. She does this for 
two reasons: to catch 
the lingo 


and the "feel" of her subjects; so 
people can't say, "that, doesn't 
sound like real-life." She- can show 
the doubters that her plots and 
dialogue are authentic.

Most of the climb in per- 
ronal debts goes for buying con- 
mmers* goods on time, whether it 
ie for a new car to be paid for 
n installments or a new house to 
»e paid for through a long-time 
mortgage. . 


The booming- car, 
building, 


home appliance and allied indus- 
tries report high 
sales 
totals 


(some of it as yet not entirely paid 
for in cash by the ultimate con- 
sumer). But out of the high in- 
take of cash and the high' earn- 
ings, the companies' are clearing 
up the debt they incurred for ex- 
pansion. They now own 
larger, 


more economical plants with which 
to supply the nation's 
growing 


needs.- 


sThe U. S. treasury reports that 


between last July 1 and this Mon- 
day the government spent nearly 
$2.6 billion more than it took in. 
This deficit may rise to ?5.4 bil- 
lion by June 30. However, treasury 
officials are cheered that the de- 
ficit won't be quite as bad as the 
budget bureau first estimated at 
|5.5 billion. 


The bureau thought the govern- 


ment would spend more than $43 
billion in the fiscal year, but the 
treasury now

to $37-7 billion, but disappointing 
Income tax returns bring that es- 
timate down to $36.6 bUlion.

national debt has been rising In 
recent years, the federal reserve 
bank of New York points out In 
Its monthly review, published to- 
day, and "a further rise in inter- 
est payments in 1950 may be ex- 
pected." 


When the national debt hit Its 


peak In 1946, the interest 
pay- 


ments were $5 billion, compared 
With $5.5 billion last year when 
the national debt had been reduc- 
ed by $17 billion. This additional 
half billion dollar Interest payment

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on a lower debt, the reaerve bank 
explains, is due to a shift in types 
of indebtedness from the low in- 
terest rates on paper held by banks 
to the higher rates paid on savings' 
bonds 'and special issues held by 
government trust funds. 


Commercial banks last year re- 


ceived $1.1 billion in Interest on 
their holdings of government se- 
curities, but this is only 20 per 
cent of the total interest pay- 
ments. In 1946 they received 28 
per cent of tne total. 


Federal Reserve banks now get 


less than six per cent of the total 
paid' out in interest. But Individ- 
uals now receive the largest total 
federal interest 
payments—more 


than $1.7 billion last year, or 31 
per cent of the total. Other inves- 
tors—insurance Companies, corpor- 
ations, mutual savings banks, and 
the like^got $1.4 billion last year, 
or 25V2 per cent. The federal trust 
funds collected about $1 billion, or 
18 per cent of the total. 


As for the private debts run up 


by consumers, the federal reserve 
board reports today that instal- 
ment credit at the end of March 
•hit a record high of $11.1 billion, a 
gain of more than $2.6 billion in a 
year. Of this total in March, more 
than $3.3 billion was 
owed on 


cars, a gain of $111 million in the 
month, and another new

high.

Co. reports it is clearing up the 
last of Jts debt July 3. The elec- 
trical equipment and home

pliance company in 1946 arranged 
a $200 million financing program 
to improve and expand its plants.

* WEEKLY BIBLE COMMENT 


The Prophets' Social Message 


WILLIAM E. ClLROY, D. D. 


fl^HE one thing that must be firm- 


ly grasped for an understand- 
ing of the Hebrew prophets is that 
their outlook and their messages 
were social. They struck at the 
roots of "personal sin, but they 
dealt also with the false values 
and standards, and the social evils 
and injustices, which the evil in 
personal life had established into 
social wrongs. 
There is much, confusion of 


thought about this on the part of 
many sincere people, who ought to 
have a clearer vision. They resent 
what is often .called "the Social 
Gospel,'.' but how could there be 
any gospel worthy the name, least 
of all the Gospel of Christ, that is 
not social? 
I had an interesting contact with 


such a man. some years ago. A 
seatmate, whom I did not know, on 
a trip to a neighboring city, began 
to. attack some ministers of the city 
who were campaigning for a tem- 
perance measure. "Why don't they 
stick to the Gospel?" he said. 
• The talk drifted onto other mat- 
ters but soon fell upon a local 
coal shortage, of which some local 
dealers were, taking advantage 
shamefully to" gouge the, public. 
Some of these dealers were promi- 
nent churchmen, and my casual 
friend was bitter about them. 
WTHERE they are," he said, "sit- 


ting in their pew§ in church 


on Sunday." 
"Sure," I said, "and if the min- 


ister said a word about it, they'd 
say, 'Why don't you stick to the 
Gospel?'" 
He saw the point, but he was 


game, and yrtien we got to the end 
of* the~ line.' he grasped my hand 


warmly, as he wished me prosper- 
ity.No sensible person, of course, 
would want to see pulpits made 
places of shallow, ill-informed, 
and Irresponsible propagandism, 
as they have sometimes been made, 
but the pattern of the prophecies 
is clear. 
Amos and Hosea condemned the 


cruelty and violence that they saw. 
They denounced the disregard of 
God's law. and the selling of the 
righteous for-silver, and the poor 
for a pair, of shoes (Amos'2:6). 
They condemned the sexual laxity, 
and the wine guzzling, the sins so 
rife in much of modern society, 
but above all they attacked the 
perversion of religion itself, the 
formalism and corruption at the 
very roots of what ought to have. 
been the humbling and saving 
forces of society. 
Hosea is particularly emphatic 


as he deals with this corruption 
of religion. Chapter 4 presents 
his concentrated indictment. He 
charges lack of truth, and -of 
mercy, and of knowledge, but he 
attacks the sacrifices of religion 
that have no spiritual reality. 


The one thing to be noted is that 


these evils and the corruption of 
religion were in a time of great 
outward prosperity. Hosea points 
out (Hosea 10:1) that it was ac- 
cording to "the multitude of fruit" 
that the people had increased the 
altars, and according to the good* 
Hess of the land they Tiad increased 
the idolatrous images. 


Economic prosperity is not al- 


ways an indication of social health. 
It is righteousness, and righteous- 
ness alone, that exalts a nation, 
and welfare is not welfare where 
goodness is lacking.

Index of Prices 


According to a statement pre- 


pared by the Bureau of Research 
and Information, Department of 
Labor and Industry, a slight de- 
cline of 0.4 per cent was register- 
ed between December 15, 1949, 
and March 15, 1950, by the Penn- 
sylvania average index of retail 
prices paid by moderate-income 
families for commodities and ser- 
vices in the 16 cities surveyed. All 
groups of items, with the excep- 
tion of rent, showed small losses 
for the period, bringing the all 
items index to 162.1 pre cent of 
the June 15, 1941, base figure. 
The March quarterly decrease of 
0.4 par cent further lowered the 
all items index to a level 1.8 per 
cent below March 1949 and 4.8 
per cent under the peak of Sep- 
tember 1948.

prices of meat, fish, fresh fruit, 
flour and coffee were more than 
offset by lower prices for dairy 
products, 
eggs,

12, and a daughter, 7, Mr. Berg- 
gren had long dreamed of a home 
of his own where he could be in- 
dependent and enjoy a happy home 
life with hif wife and children. 
The dream began to materialize in 
1946 when he purchased an old ga- 
rage, vintage of 1923. Despite its 
age Mr. Berggren realized that it 
was structurally sound and was 
able to visualize the improvements 
needed to convert it into a modern 
home. In the fall of 1946 he set 
about the task of rebuilding. Doing 
the bulk of the work during spare 
time with some help from rela- 
tives, and from Mrs. Berggren, he 
remodeled the entire exterior.

Mrs.'Berggren did all 
the painting and paperhanglng. 
With all this completed he moved 
into the home in June, 1947. To 
date he has partially completed 
landscaping the property and has 
started construction of a garage.

Washington— (.flP)—It is almost 


a year since the Hoover Commis- 
sion made its last recommendation 
for reorganizing the government. 


What's been done? 
About 20 


per cent of the recommendations 
have been carried out. Before 
quitting in 1950, congress may ap- 
prove more, but not all. 


This commission was created .by 


congress in 1917 and -finished its 
work in June, 1949. It made 18 big 
reports and 288 recommendations. 


Former President Hoover head- 


ed this commission of 12 Demo- 
crats and Republicans. It had the 
help of 300 specialists in business 
and/ government. 


Congress set It up to £ive the 


government the biggest looking- 
over it had ever had and suggest 
ways of making it run better and 
cheaper. 
Not all 12 commissioners agreed 


on every item in every recom- 
mendation. And the recommenda- 
tions now are not being followed 
in every detail. 


There are three ways for put- 


ting them into effect: 


1. The president can set up 


plans without congress' say-so. 2. 
In some cases, congress can act 
on its own by passing laws. 3. 
On other plans the president and 
congress both have a say. 


(No. 3 works like this: Mr. Tru- 


man hands congress a plan. 
It 


goes into effect 60 days later un- 
less congress disapproves. Dis- 
approval by either house kills it.) 


Last year Mr. Truman offered 


congress seven plans, got six ap- 
proved. The one killed would have 
created a department of welfare 
to unify the health, public welfare 
and 
education programs 
now 


handled by the federal security 
agency. 


The six approved plans did these 


things: 


The U. S. Employment Service 


and 
certain other government 


joba dealing with labor were mov- 
ed into the department of labor; 
the bureau of public roads was 
moved into the commerce depart- 
ment; to make their agencies work 
smoother, 
more authority, was 


given the top officials of the post 
office department and the civil ser- 
vice and maritime commissions; 
and the national security council 
and the national security resources, 
board were' put more directly in 
the president's hands. 


And also last year, congress did 


these on its own: 


If unified the armed forces; cre- 


ated the job of undersecretary of 
defense to ease the load on the 
secretary; modernized the civil 
service system a bit; created a 
new agency, the general services 
administration, to handle the sup- 
ply problems of 
the 
civilian 


agencies, most of whom had done 
it individually; and It blessed the 
reorganization of the state depart- 
ment. 


In March of this year Mr. Tru- 


man handed congress 21 more re- 
organization plans. They'll go In- 
to effect May 24 unless congress 
disapproves. 


One would shove the maritime 


commission, <jnow an independent 
agency, intq the commerce de- 
partment. (opposition to this.) 


Two plansj would give the sec- 


retary of labor more direct con- 
trpl over- the! work done by some 
of1 the agencies now under the 
labor department's roof. 


Five plans) would make some 


shifts, to and from, the new gen- 
eral services administration cre- 
ated last year. Reason: To make 
it run smoother. 


Thirteen plans would give more 


authority to the beads of various 
government 
departments 
and 


agencies. 
The strongest opposi- 


tion has developed against some 
of these 13 plans. Example: 


One would strip the general 


counsel of the national labor rela- 
tions board, [Robert Denham. of 
his i authority , and give it to the 
five-man boar^. Business men say 
their fear this would favor labor 
uniona. 
Senator Taft, Ohio Re- 


publican and one of the authors 
of the Taft-Hartley act which gave 
Denham his powers, Is leading the 
fight against this plan.
